□ Population: 185 year round 

□ In a name: A flotilla supposedly 
carrying Henry S. Baird and his bride 
in 1825 was sailing into the harbor 
when the crews began throwing eggs 
at each other. 

□ Double life: Winter offers a breath¬ 
er to residents and seasonal business 
operators who don’t have time to en¬ 
joy the village in summer. 
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LaVonne, expanded in May. 

Bill Bertschinger’s father, Paul, a Mil¬ 
waukee butcher, and his uncle, John, 
built the Alpine Lodge and Resort in 
1921. It boasts the county's only 27-hole 
golf course.
